RARE SWISS STAMPS. 


Old Canton Issues Shown In Geneva 
Exhibition. 


One of the big attractions for Euro- 
pean philatelists this month was the 
international philatelic exhibition which 
was held in Geneva. The exhibition 
took on. the form of & convention, as 
many of the leading collectors in Europe 
were present, and they had the satis- 
faction of seeing some of the best Con- 
tinental collections. “Prominent among 
these were the finest private collections 
known of the rare early stamps of 
Switzerland. The stamps issued by sev- 
eral of the Swiss cantons have for many 
years been eagerly sought for by dis- 
criminating European collectors, “and 
there are some fine collections of them 
in this country. 

The’. Swiss cantons were the first 
European countries or official sections 
of countries to follow the example of 


Great Britain in issuing stamps, Zurich 
and Geneva snaring this distinction with 
Brazil in issuing their first postage 
stamp in 1843.. That was two years 
after Great Britain had issued her fa- 
mous Mulready anvelope ae and the 
now popular one penny black adhesive. 
oe followed the~otther cantons in 


The proposal to simplify the work of 
the Postal Department was laid before 





Athe Zurich. Council of State on Aug. 13, 


1842, Fred J. Melville, the London 
stamp .¢xpert explains. It -was based 
upon the m4thod of prepaying postage 
by* means of stamps as , adopted .in 
Great Britain. By this system it was 
possible to make but two rates for the 
interior of the. canton, being four rap- 
pen for letters corculating within ae 
district served by any one post office 
and six ggt or for letters going to one 
or ;|\more district localities within the 
canton.

Copyright, 1922,-by The Chicago Tribune Co, 
PARIS, Sept. 16.— Lack. of proper 
nutrition is rapidly killing off all Ger- 
mans and-Austrians over 60 years old,’’ 
said Dr. N. E. Brill, a member of the 
Public Health Commitee of New York, 
who has just returned from Berlin:and 
Vienna. :

Dr. Brill explained that whereas Ger- 
many and Austria once were the centres 
of advanced medical science, today they 
are far behind America in every. de- 
partment. Owing to the exchange rates 
medical men are unable to subscribe to 
American medical journals. any longer.

In its campaign of public education to 
help strangers and residents to use New 
York's facilities to the best advantage, 
.the Welcome-Stranger Committee of 
New York City made public today in- 
formation concerning flags on taxicab 
meters and the rates of fare they indi- 
cate. In a little booklet which they 
have prepared they tell of the varying 
rates and how the stranger can distin- 
guish the low-tariff cab from one charg- 
ing a higher rate. 

Each taxicab has a metal rate flag 
over its meter. This flag is up when 


the taxicab is free and down out of 


sight when the machine is engdged. The 
color of this flag is the important detail 
which is overlooked by the ‘uninitiated. 
They are of three colors—white, green 
and red, to indicate the rates f6r fare. 
The bulletin reads in part: 

The green flag indicates that the taxi 
rider will have to pay according to one 
of three charges. . The tariff: may be 
twenty cents for the first half-mile and 
ten cents for each additional quarter- 
mile. This means that the rate-is forty 
cents for the first mile and forty cents

The expression 
“tactical aspect of the battle” seems in- 
adequate, for the strategy was Jorrre’s, 
conceived during the advance of. the 
enemy toward Paris. The glory of the 
victory has been awarded by ‘well-mean- 
ing but ill-informed critics to Focu or 
to. GALLIENI, the Governor of Paris. In 
an article in The Nineteenth Century 
Major Gen. Sir FRepericK MAUvRICE un- 
dertakes to show that Marshal Jorrre 
not only conceived.the plan of throwing 
back the Germans and breaking up their 
offensive, but himself executed it by per- 
sonal direction of the French armies and 
the British Expeditionary Force. -Gen- 
eral MAURICE ‘says:

In his notes “On English Poetry,’ 
recently reviewed in these columns, 
Mr. Robert Graves has some perti- 
nent remarks on what he calls 
** Putty.” ‘“‘ The conscious part of 
composition is like the finishing of 
roughly shaped briars in a pipe fac- 
} tory. Where there are flaws in the 
wood, putty has to be used in order 
to make the pipe presentable. Only 
an expert eye can tell the putty 
when it has been colored over.”" To 
load every rift with putty rather 
than with ore is the danger of all 
poets, and to dispense with putty is 
an artistic yoo mesa of which it is 
well to be str r inded. It 
is because rhyme, “hel the wrong 
hands, leads to putty that some 
revolutionaries have set their faces 
against it; but, then, merely to write 
free verse is not to get rid of putty, 
by any means. Often it is quite the 
contrary.

to what is to come, all you need to 
do is to spend an hour on the roof 
of one of the big hotels consecrated 
to the use of the transients—the kind 
with swimming pools and showers at 
every turn, with thick rugs and 
pastel woodwork and all modern con- 
veniences, with underground con- 
nections with the railroads and ready 
access to the stores and shows and 
restaurants—the kind where a tran- 
sient squanders in one fierce three 
days the shekels that took a year of 
grubbing to collect.

mind. He moves between Paris and 
London, throwing himeelf into every 
variety of experience his soul can 
find, seeking in both men and wo- 
men that rest and self-confidence 
which he could find in leve alone.

After 
two or three minutes I began to wonder when the reproducing 
piano was going to start. I opened one eye, to discover that 
the keys of the reproducing piano were moving. It had been 
playing for some time. 


“Disconcerting, this, but hardly conclusive. I shut the eye and 
prepared for further investigation and research. I would wait 
for some passage—it was sure to come—that would betray 
the essentially mechanical nature of the synthetic pianist. For 
some time the two instruments were plainly sounding together, 
but at last came the moment for which I had waited—a series 
of rapid solo scale passages played in the smooth, colorless, 
effortless style that only a mechanical instrument could achieve. 
So I looked. It was Friedman.

Music critics are notoriously opinionated 
and irascible, and here was a mechanical device threatening to 
disprove several of my most treasured theories.

So once miore I closed 
my eyes, prepared for the ultimate, conclusive trial. _Some- 


where the pianist or the player instrument would render a 
passage in a style so utterly characteristic as to be unmistak- 


able; there remained only to wait for it. I waited. Minutes 


passed. Two or three times I said, ‘that must be Friedman’; 
‘that must be the reproducing piano.’ But I wasn’t absolutely 
sure. Finally it came; a series of bass chords, played with the 
tremendous power and sonority that only human fingers can 
produce; the sort of tone in which the hearer can almost detect 
the impact of the hammers against the strings. No mechanical 
device in the world could. play the piano like that. ‘That's 
Friedman!’ I announced triumphantly to my incredulous 
neighbor.

fairy-tale atmosphere, and in the depiction 
of the life of a shop girl: who becomes a 
Queen the picture oritinngy i visualized every 
shop girl's \dre Therefore, it suc- 
ceeded “where the ot other picture failed 


So, apparently, it is not tke pidkunees 
of a period picture which the shop girl 
finds strange and unsatisfactory, but 
the actions of people who do not per- 
form according to the marionettes of her 
imagination. The point seems to be that 
she wants her.fiction to reflect an ideal 
world of heroes and heroines, and not 
the real world in which girls sometimes 
do accept distasteful alliances with com-. 
placency and even persuade themselves, 
or allow themselves to be persuaded, in 
time, that they are not distasteful. This 
is understandable, and certainly hun- 
dreds of existing photoplays that satisfy 
the shop girl's dream evidence the 
nature and prevalence of her taste. The 
only astonishing thing is that those who 
take and see these sentimentally unreal 
pictures call them realistic. Producers 
are dlways saying that what the\public 
wants is realism, and this is exactly 
what they never produce. Still, when 
you think about it, it isn’t surprising 
that they and the romancing public call 
their fairy. stories realistic. It’s part of 
the dream to believe,.or at least to pre- 
tend, ‘that it’s true. 

But what transparent hokum and sol- 
emn folderol some people can believe in 
—that's the. really amazing thing. 








“PICTURE PLAYS AND PEOPLE 





HB road-show idea seems ‘ to be 
spreading among the picture peo- 
ple. As is generally known, photo- 

Plays are usyally released to exhibitors 
who rent them for a specified period for 
exhibition in their theatres. Even where 
the theatre is owned or controlled by the 
company producing a film, the practice 
is, in effect, the same. The picture fol- 
lows a well-beaten path of distribution. 
Sometimes, of course, an especially am- 
bitious. production is put into theatres 
in large cities for indefinite runs before 
it is released generally. -Mr. Griffith 
often does this with his films and so do 
Douglas Fairbanks and Mary Pickford. 
‘The Fox and Metro companies have also 
adopted the practice, as is instanced by 
“The Four Horsemen of the .Apoca- 
lypse,”” ‘‘The Prisoner of Zenda,” 
**Monte Cristo,”” ‘‘ Nero’’ and other 
films. But these long-run showings are 
pre-release exhibitions in a few of the 
larger cities and only postpone the gen- 
eral reléase of films through the regular 
channels. 

The road-show {dea is something dif- 
ferent, however. When a producer sends 


@ film out on the road it is routed under, 


his management just as a theatrical 
company on tour. Of course, several 
prints of the film may be sent out 
simultaneously, but, if so, they are 
simply like so many road companies 
touring in different territories. If, after 
it has gone over the country thus as a 
foad show, a film is released on a rental 
basis to exhibitors, it is only because it 
has not’ exhausted its drawing power as 
@ road show and is deemed sufficiently 
strong as a box office attraction to

through which, as a rule, it has already 
passed. The point is that it is intro- 
duced to the public as a touring show 
contucted, usually, by its owner or pro- 
ducer, and not as a film regularly going 
the rounds of the motion picture 
theatres. The difference to the public is 
that they see the road-show film in 
halls and theatres rented for the occa- 
sion as well as in regular motion pic- 
ture houses that happen to be available 
for it, and pay more than they are ac- 
customed to give up for movies—though, 
of course, the film may be worth the 
increased price of admission and the 
building in which ft is shown may be 
suitable for its exhibition. 

At any rate, the number of road-show 
films seems to be increasing. Anyhow, 
these remarks are called forth by the 
report that Douglas Fairbanks’s “‘ Robin 
Hood ’’ and Jackie Coogan’s “Oliver 
Twist” will both be sent out as road 
shows by their respective producers: 


What, exactly, will result from the 
projected negotiations between Joseph

The’ doubt attached to the pipture be- 
eause there is a gap in its history ex- 
tending from 1654, when Rembrandt's 
fossessions were sold to dischatge him 
fromm bankruptcy, to 1836, when, it ap- 
peared in a collection placed on ‘sale in 
London by the Viscountess Hampden, 

wife of a British Ambassador who ha 
served in Spain and Oriental countries. 

Mr. Spurling brought: the picture to 
New York and offered it to P, A. B. 
Widener, J. P. Morgan, Benjamin Alt- 
‘man and Henry C. Frick, but'each re- 

**fused-it, because the subject was re- 
Higious. ‘Their purchases up-to that 
time had included few religfous works 
and they were not interested. Mr, Spur- 
ling then sent it to Europe, where it 
was sold to Fritz von Gans, a~German 
@ye manufacturer of Frankfort. It was 
purchased from the Gans collection by 
Mr. Widener. 

While J. P. Morgan was not interested 
in religious paintings, he made an offer 
of $1, 000,000 for the portrait of Jan Six, 
Mr. Spurling said. This was the largest 
gum ever offered by Mr. Morgan for a 
picture and is $200,000 greater than the 
price of the ‘‘ Blue Boy.’” The Jan Six 
portrait is considered by many to be 
the greatest work by Rembrandt. Jan 

; Bix was the burgomaster who stood. by 
Rembrandt when he was thrown into 
bankruptcy and suffered ja social boy- 
cott because he had taken his servant- 
girl for a mistress. Intense affection is 
supposed to have inspired the. great 
painter and to give a special quality to 
the portrait. of Jan Six. 

This portrait, with another of the mo- 
ther of Jan Six, has remained ever 
fm the hands of the descendants of 
burgomaster. Thirty heirs are now in- 
“€erested in it, and have a small gallery 
at Amsterdam to which a B regular admis- 
gion is charged. It was to these heirs 
that J. P. Morgan made the offer, Mr. 
Spurling said. It was. opposed by Pro- 
fessor Six, who holds the chair in art 
at the Amsterdam University, and most 
of the other heirs joined with him. 

“* Since then, however, the heirs have 
gold one of the works of Rembrandt,”’ 
seid Mr. Spurling. ‘It was a sketch of 
no great importance. It is possible that 
they may eventually sell.the portrait of 

i Six and other works of Rembrandt, but

“The ‘Descent from the Crogs,’. just 
purchased by Mr. Widener, is a very 
interesting picture. Rembrandt sold his 
original ‘ Descent from the Cross’ -to 
the Efifperor Paul of Russia, but the 
@ubject so delighted the painter that he 
Made a copy of it, which is really a 
fresh treatment of the subject. The 


first painting, which is still in St. }. 


Petersburg, was done in 1634 when the 
painter was a young man. The new ver- 
sion, now owned by Mr, Widener, was 
made by Rembrandt in 1651 when his 
style had completely changed. 

** The picture is in the inventory of his 
effects which were sold to discharge him 
from bankruptcy in 1654. His early 
fdealistic. pictures had been very popu- 
lar, but his} later and finer manner 
was not popular. His themes were not 
Iiked and his paintings ceased to com- 
mand a good price. Besides, his ser- 
vant-girl-mistress was the model for 
many of his pictures. This was a day 
when puritanism was at high. tide. 

“An Englishman probably ‘acquired 
the picture at the bankruptcy sale. At 
that period the Englishmen were the 
people with money. It remained in ob- 
Uvion for nearly two hundred years, ‘at 
any rate. It was probably kept in some 
old castle. 

“I first saw it in London at Christie's, 
when they were taking down one set of 
pictures from the walls and were plac- 

. ing on_sale the collection of BE. W. Par- 
‘Ker, including this Rembrandt. ‘The 
painting was nearly covered with drap-

There 
are still those in whose memories rankles 
that poisonous jest, “A. BB. F., after 
England Fajled.”’ And there are still 
those who yearn for what they consider 
to be the saving idealism of former 
President Wilson—who ask why the 
United States does not throw herself, 
into the task of reconstructing Europe. 
That is their outlook. I do not defend 
it. I do not criticise it. I merely state 
it in the words that every day they are 
using—words that invite the rejoinder, 
perhaps, that when President Wilson 
needef support Britain did net always 
afford it.. 


Qver Great Britain, thus meditating 
amid the wreckage of the Christendom 
with which alone she is familiar, there 
is scattered a propaganda of the force 
of which Americans are themselves, for 
the most part, entirely unconscious. This 
country has many great inventions to its 
credit—ideas either originated or devel- 
oped, like telephones, the radio, the 
typewriter, the cash register and so.on— 
but in the movie the United States has 
given the world not a vehicle only of 
transmission to the eye; the American 
movie is the thing actually transmitted. 
She has sent Britain ‘not her sculpture, 
not her paintings, not her architecture— 
all of which are rapidly maturing—but 
her photography. : There is not a vyil- 


gan. A dinner party is set in a style 
that. {mpels one to regret the simplici- 
ties of King Louis XIV. And the cos- 
tumes—well, even an average dance is 
as extravagantly gowned as a Drawing 
Room at Buckingham Palace. The more 
real the picture, the more definite is the 
conviction that it carries of a lavish 


civilization. 

Into the psychology of the movies ont 
need not here enter. Their theme is 
usually a triumphb—it may be of brains, 
it may be of muscle, it. may be of 
beauty; but anyway it is success. Herb 
and heroine must, as it were, put it over, 


escape from the crowd and enter the 
Ycharmed circle that has time and money 


to pose on the terrace in the moonlight. 
But in Britain there are’ no fortuitous 
oil wells; there are but few. forgotten 
uncles and there are not many disguised 
young millionaires.

Of course, the French peasant might 
have retorted that Britain would ‘only 
give France one shilling for three 
francs, which would have been just as 
logical? Of ali the anti-American rub- 
bish that has floated about the British 
Isles during this troublous period, there 
has been no matter more difficult to 
explain to the inexperienced farm 
laborer than this of the exchange, in 
which the United States has been—to be 
frank—entirely’ innocent. 

The tariff has, of course, aroused dis- 
cussion, not only in Britain. but 
throughout the world. Our merchants 
have asked how our debt to the United 
States is tobe paid, unless it be in 
goods. And if goods are excluded, how 
then? Added to all this there are the 
perennial rivalries over oil and shipping, 
which, it is true, only interest particular 
groups in either nation, but are, none 
the less, topics of general argument. . 

And, finally, there is prohibition: “It 
is not simply that Britein has failed to 
go as far as the United States' in the 
direction of temperance, She has re- 
coiled violently ‘in the opposite direc- 
tion, She has refused even to maintain 
the wartime restrictions on beer and 
spirits, Never ‘in her history has the 
victory of the liquor trade been thus 
complete, You have here a powerful 
vested interest, worth billions of, dol-

industry. This chargé,/has been chal- 
lenged_ by various persons; principally, 
representatives of employers or. em- 
ployers’ associations. 

It has been suggested that the pro- 
duction sof evidence might settle the 
question of whether there .is or is, not 
such a concerted effort; but those who 
are éngaged in a conspiracy or in a con- 
certed effort to bring about the destruoc- 
tion of kn antagonist do not customarily 
send broadcast the full evidence of their 
intentions or of their plans. 

In a récently published book entitled 
“* Employers’ Associations in theAJnited 
States,” written by Clarence BE. Bonnett, 
Ph. D., this lack\ of direct evidence is 
clearly recognized. Dr. Bonnett’s book 
is accepted by employers generally as an 
authentic study of the leaging organiza- 
tions of employers. The United States 
Chamber of Commerce freely suggests 
that inquirers consult its pages. 

In this book Dr. Bonnett says: 

There is much’ that is confidential 
or secret about associations. In the 
conflict,~one must not let one’s op- 
ponent know in advance one’s plans 
or proposed methods, nor one’s real 
fighting strength, unless that {fs so 

t as to intimidate one’ s opponent. 

‘or this reason, much of the work of 
the associations is conducted secretly. 

‘In some cases, list of members are 
not made public bea some of the 
employers fear that 6. union } may 
single them out and: punish them. It 
also permits an employer apparently 
to be friendly to, the union, because 
he dares not fight it openly, yet to 
fight it secretly. Then there. are 

doubtful practices which the. Associa- 

tion engaging in them does not wish 
to be made public. MIlegal activities 
are of the latter sort.

More Bitter Since Werld War. 


While the struggle to prevent the or- 
ganization of workers has from the be- 
ginning engaged the attention of em- 
ployers, there has been since the con- 
clusion of the World War such a mani- 
festation of united’ effort’ toward that 
end as to force upon any careful obser- 
ver -the conclusion that unusual forces 


plans have been laid. 

The fact is, as labor sees it, that whfle 
prior to the war there was what might 
be termed a normal opposition to the or- 
ganizations of workers, there has been 
since the conclusion of the war an ab- 
normal or stimulated opposition inspired 
and in all probability more or less ac- 
tively directed from a central point. The 
evidence which labor possesses is natu- 
rally to a large degree circumstantial. 

The basic industries of our country are 
steel, coal and railroads. Of these steel 
is the undisputed leader. And the three 
exercise a combined leadership which is 
felt down to the very bottom of our in- 
dustrial structure. 

Before the war was ended, and while, 
under the pressure of war necessity, the 
dominating industrial combinations were 
compelled to deal with some fairness in 
their relations with labor, the/threat was 
commonly made, ** Wait un 
over!’’ It was common knowledge and 
it was commonly expected that when the 
war ended and there was no longer a na- 
tional demand for production for war 
needs, the industrial monarchs would 


their way back-to autocratic domina- 
tion. 

How dramatic, then, was the leader- 
ship assumed by steel on the heels of the 
armistice, ‘The steel workers; during the 
later. days of the war,’had taken some 
advantage of the state of. public opinion 
to begin the organization of unions. 
They thought that at last they saw a 
way to escape from bondage, to put.an 
end’ to the barbarous 12-hour day an 
the inhuman “long shift’’ of 24 hours 
at every week-end.

DECLINE IN OCTOBER? =2= 





- ‘Tenants Stay Where They Are 


By ROSE ©. FELD. 


F you have a friend who happens 
also te be a real estate agent he 
will wnisper. to you that rents in 
New York are going to fall about 
Oct. 1. He may even say gloomily 

Min case he does not regard you as a 
prospective tenant) that they will col- 
lapse. That, it may be assured, would 
be an extravagant way of putting it 
For the orthodox real estate agent, 
talking for publication, . maintains 
stoutly that rents for the coming year 
‘will be as high as ever, with the excep- 
tion of certain limited classes of .dwell- 
ings. 

It is a burning issue, as the high 
wchool graduates phrase it, because we 
are approaching the semi-annual crisis 
in the tenant-fever. Oct. 1 and May 
1 are the days when the great apart- 
ment-house American public takes to 
playing the game of puss-in-the-corner. 
To those who have forgotten how this 
childhood pastime runs, let this be a re- 
minder. Each. person takes a place of 
gafety in a corner. There is always one 
more player than there are corners. The 
fun in the game lies in seeing how often 

_ and how quickly you can change cor- 

| mers with somebody else without seeing 
your place grabbed by the odd person, 

’ thus leaving you out in the cold. The 
game is played with equal joy and 
abandon in the slums, in Greenwich 
Village, on Riverside Drive and on Park 
Avenue. . 

' . On the two great moving days of the 
year, the children of the city relinquish 
their rights to the game and watch their 

, elders play it in more serious fashion. 
Somebody who’s out in the cold has an

Symptoms of Change. 


Two things, perhaps, will help *show 
; how the rental situation has changed 
this year as compared to the last two. 

A year and more ago when an apart- 

ment was vacated the owner himself or 

the house superintenderit would take 
; care of its renting. This was especially 
true in instances where the landlord 
owned only a few houses and did not 
operate on a large scale. Real estate 
egents and brokers were as popular 
with him as prohibition agents in cafés. 
The apartments rented themselves. Any 
one who has had experience in trying 
to get one will remember the royal air 
with which suggestions for rent reduc- 
tion or cleaning or renovation of apart- 
ments were met. 

Today this has changed. Not only 
@oes the landlord continue to do his 
own renting but he has called in the 
agent as well. He is not yet willing to 
come down on his price if he can help 
it, but he thinks two heads are better 
than one even though he will have to 
decrease his income to some degree by 
the paying of a‘renting commission. In 
some cases it does help, 

Another way in which the renting sit- 
uation has changed can be gauged from 
the difference in relationship between 
e@gent and prospective tenant. In the 
past, when a tenant went to look for 
; @n apartment, she humbly asked what 

‘was to be had. The agent, or landlord, 

or superintendent told her, “‘ We've got 

four for three thousand, none for four 
thousand and one for five thousand.” 

That was all there was to the proceed- 

ing. She could take it or leave it. To- 
day the tables, though not entirely 

turned, are shifting. The prospective 
tenant no longer asks what is to be had. 
She says: “I want five rooms and two 
baths for $2,500." ‘She states the terms. 
It is up to the man with whom she 
deals to meet them. If he can’t he is 
out a customer. She doesn’t take what 
he has to offer; she decides to stay 
where she is until rents really come 
down. _ 

This method’ has worked to @ very 
little extent to what is known as the 
popular priced apartment. in this sec- 
tion of the city—the apartment renting 
for about $3,000, It has worked to a 

‘Great extent with the two-room apart-

ment and the very large apartment. 
The former used torent from $1,200 to 
$1,500. Many leases just ending: were 
made at these figures. -Today new 
leases are signed for $1,000 and $1,200 
for the same apartments. The land- 
lords did not voluntarily lower the price. 
..But they came up. against. something 
which, though unorganized, bore every 
mark of unity and opposition. The two- 
room people were convinced they: were 
paying more than their apartments were 
worth: The sight of new houses going 
up gave them the courage to give voice 
to their convictions. When the time for 
signing a new lease drew near they 
went to their agents and made known 
their demands for $1,000 or $1,200 apart- 
ment. No Higher. They stuck to their 
guns. Today most of the two-room 
apartments are renting for this figure. 
It isa price set by the tenant, not the 
owner. The agent no longer asks $1,500 
feeling that he cannot get it unless it 
be from the type of tenant he doesn’t 
want. He is satisfied for the reason 
that his choice of tenants is not limited 
to what might be an undesirable few 
and the tenant is satisfied because his 
rent has come down and the need of 
moving eliminated. Not an unimpor- 
tant factor in this reduction, of course, 
is the fact that the demand is not 
greater than the supply, but, if any- 
thing, less. 


Where Rents Will Fall. 


Among the white elephants to be found 
in renting offices in this district are 
the large ten and twelve-room apart- 
ments. Many of these have come down 
in price. One that rented for, $6,000 
last year can be had for $5,100 this 
year. Practically speaking, the rental 
in this type of apartment has come down 
from $600 a room per year to $500. Yet 
people are not renting them. Many 
have learned how to get along with a 
smaller apartment. This training: was 
foisted upon them’ by the landlords dur- 
ihg the rent-gouging period. 

An instance is told of a family living 
in a ten-room apartment on Central 
Park West, paying $5,000. During the 
housing shortage they were raised to 
$8,000. They moved to a six-room apart- 
ment and paid $4,500. The six rooms 
were found to be sufficient for their 
needs and today they will not consider 
the more highly priced quarters. 

Grading down, which started by the 
landlord making the rent exorbitant, has 
become popular among all tenants. In 
many instances the pricking of the war 
prosperity bubble has been responsible 
for this. People throughout the west 
side are invading offices asking for the 
apartment for $3,000 and less. When 
they get it, they move. Otherwise .they 
sign a new lease for a short period. As 


yet the new houses in this section are|’ 


not proving a very great source of com- 
petition, for the same reason as was 
found on the east side. Their prices are 
not down to the level .which people are 
willing to pay. In general, the prices 
quoted are from $500 to $600 a room. 
Two years ago, it is true, similar apart- 
ments brought $700 a room. At that 
time, however, the people had the money 
to pay for them. Today they haven't. 
Nor are they willing to pay the $500 a 
year per room rental. 


In Greenwich Village, perhaps, one 
can find the. greatest Indications of rent 
decrease. At that, it is but little notice- 
able. But the agents admit it exists 
which is more than can be gained from 
landlords or agents in other sections of 
the city. There, may, however, be a 
Teason for this franker and more hope- 
ful view. On the east side as well as 
on the west side the studio apartments 
exist, but they form only a emall per- 
centage of the total number of apart- 


ments, It is admitted in both these dis-, 


tricts that there has been a decrease 
in rent on the one and two room home, 
In Greenwich Village, this type of 
apartment predominates; therefore, per- 
haps, the fall in rent which is felt even 
in the upper part of the city is more 
apparent here. 

Skyrocketing of prices in Greenwich 
Village was due, as in other parts of the 
city, to lack of sufficient housing and 
wartime prosperity. Both these causes 
have now disappeared. To. meet the 
housing shortage, old Colonial houses 
were rebuilt. So great was the popu- 
larity of this village sport that tho 
housing speculators ovérdid themselves. 
Not the least ruthless in their demanis 
for high rents for apartments that had 
been renovated were women habitues 
of the village. They sinned in several 
ways.

Here as in other sections of the city 
there is little moving going on. When 
it comes to making a new lease, the two 
parties to it get together and: try to 
come to some agreement. The decrease 
in prices has not yet been felt through- 
out the entire village, but it is admitted 
ten cases out of a hundred do succeed 
in signing up for lower rents. 

In spite of what housing ‘experts and

Figures around $2,500 are 
asked for the first; about $12,000 for the 
second.

‘To the casual observer 
who gets lists of places from which he 
may make a choice—and doesn’t—it 
seems as though one year may safely 
be subtracted from the twenty-four fig- 
ure, A . consumers’ buying _ strike 
brought down prices of clothes. It is 
not greatjy beyond the point to forecast 
that a tenants’ renting strike will bring 
down. the rentals of new apartments— 
even. on the east side. 

On the less elegant but not Inexpensive 
west side the situation is pretty much 
the same. Some idea of the difference 
in neighborhoods can be gained from 
the range of prices asked for similar 
apartments in the two districts. On the 
east side the large apartments run from 
$10,000 to $18,000 ger year and more. On 
the west they are between $5,000 and 
$9,000. Right now. the demand seems 
to be for five and six rooms renting for 
$2,500 to $3,000, The real estate people 
cannot fill these demands. There is a 
scarcity of such apartments, not only in 
the old houses, but the new as well. 

Tenants are convmeced that rents are 
coming down irrespective of their ex- 
perience with renting offices and refuse 
to go into new apartments at unchanged 
prices; the landlords refuse to admit 
that prices are coming down and are 
holding out to the last minute, hoping 
that the tenants will be forced to pay 
what they ask. New houses are going 
up, but in spite of the fact that the 
rents in many instances are less than 
contemplated at the time building plans 
were laid, apartments are not being 
taken. 

The tenant is striking for a lower rent 
and, in a sense, will not buy until prices 
come down to his pocketbook. If new 
houses are kept vacant long enough, 
rents will come down. It will work both 
ways. The owner of the new apart- 
ments will compete with the owner of 
the old; and the second, seeking to keep 
his tenants, will cut his prices below 
those of the first. This:may not happen 
this year, but a large enough number of 
new houses are going up to hold out 
more than a ray of hope for next year. 


Tax Exemption Facter. 


Most of the older buildings, however, 
are full. Time was when the putting 
up of a new building meant an exodus 
from the old. That time {fs past, appar- 
ently. At first it was thought that the 
newer buildings would ‘be active compet- 
itors with the old on the scores of lower 
or similar rents, newness and better 
leasing conditions. Today none of these 
advantages exists. (The new buildings 
were put up under high labor costs. 
They come under. the tax-exemption 
Clause, it is true, but, it is pointed out, 
apartments exceeding five rooms or 
renting for more than $500 a year per 
room are not tax exempt. On the cast 
side a $500 room is about as rare as an 
ostrich jn Alaska. 


There are many apartments ‘that are 
lesg than five rooms, but these do not 
make the tax exemption sufficiently 
great for the owner to diminish his rent 
to anv large extent. Together with this, 
the possible tenant has to. face moving 
costs, moving discomforts and the 
chances of not liking the management 
of his new apartment. Taken all in ail, 
ths pros of the old house more 
than overbalance the cons of the new 
house, and he signs a. lease for another 
period, hoping that at the close of that 
the decrease in rents will have ceased to 
be a myth and become a fact. Renewals 
of leases for periods of three and five 
years seem to be the order of the day in 
this neighborhood.

He had an 
old ideal—Viva Italia!—which he made 
_seem new through the force of his own 
imagination, fervor and magnetism. 
And the youth of Italy responded. This 
fresh outburst o? patriotism found an 
objective in Bolshevism, and from the 
contact of the two.hostile forces, bour- 
geois nationalism and proletariat inter- 
nationalism, Fascismo was born. 

Fascismo in every stage of its.develop- 
ment naturally encountered the bitter 
opposition of the Socialists. ‘This oppo- 
sition reached a critical stage in July 
last when the liberal democratic ele- 
ments joined forces with the Socialists 
in demanding suppressive measures 
against Fascismo, on the ground that 
Fascismo, however patriotic in its in- 
tentions, had adopted a program of 
action, openly defiant of law, productive 
of internal disorder, and in direct con- 
tradiction to all the principals and 
ideals of democratic government. 


Problem of Pacification. 


Not to compromise itself in either di- 
rection, the first Facta Government 
there did nothing but utter feeble ad- 
monitions against subversions of law 
and make vague, incoherent threats of 
disciplining offenders whoever they 
might be. But by no such safe middle 
course, however, could the Government 
solve the “‘ problem of pacification.”’

The average Italian policeman is #0 
overawed by the special sanctity that 
clings to the word ‘‘ Fascisti’’ that he 
does not often put a stop to rowdyism’ 
when it happens to parade the street in 
a black shirt. The writer witnessed en- 
counters between ‘“ Fascisti” ‘and 
** Communist,”’ “so called, in Turin, Mi- 
lan. and Rome. The participants usually 
ranged from 16 to 22 years of age. An 
exchange of insults, a boyish flare of 
temper, a duel of canes. The “’ problem 
of pacification *’ involved in these epi- 
sodes was one which any New York ‘po- 
liceman, aided and abetted by a police 
court Magistrate, would have solved in 
five minutes.

*In the pitfalls of peace as in the 
upheavals of war, France above all! ’’

Their policy was less broadly 
thought out than either the British or 
the French; but they saw much to be 
gained from ‘international co-operation. 
When the Italian delegates withdrew

Reparation First with Francs. 


Consider, then, the reaction of France, 
first toward the immediate ¢conomic 
problems, and then toward the perma- 
nent problems. : 

Being so nearly self-sufficient, the im- 
mediate preoccupations of the British— 
ships, raw materials, cables and the like 
—fid mot greatly concern France. 
Mer greatest urgent economic interest 
and necessity was reparation. Her terri- 
tory had been ravaged, coal mines de- 
stroyed, factories ruined, even fruit trees 
cut down; she must have reparation. 

France was determined, like the British 
reactionaries, to make Germany “ pay 

to the last farthjng’’—but. was unhin- 
dered by any liberal group like that in 
England. which was for building up 
Germany's power to pay. She was for 
her indemnity no matter what happened 
to Germany or to Europe. 

President Wilson was continually argu- 
ing that reasonable terms for Germany 
and assistance in matters of food and 
raw materials would help the Allies, 
help France, by helping Germany to pay. 
As he said, June 10 (Secret Minutes, 
Four): 4 

“Unless Germany received a certain 
pmount of raw material and retained a 
certain amount of fluid assets, there 
would be no reparation to be received.” 

One would suppose that here was an 
argument of self-interest the French 
would appreciate; but nothing of the 
sort. Whenever it was advanced in the 
Councils the French not only blocked, 
as far.as possible, any concrete pro- 
posals for thus building up Germany, but 
immediately and heatedly—and perhaps 
not unnaturally—countered with eloquent 

statements of the suffering of France. 
What Clemenceau told the Council of 
Ten on Feb. 12 he repeated a score of 
times: . 

‘It had been stated that Germany 
would be supplied with raw materials, 
but the industries of France had been 
acientificaliy destroyed, not for military 
reasons, but in order to prevent France 
from recovering in peace time. That 
was how matters stood. © * * France 
-had lost 3,000,000 men, elther killed or} 
mutilated, and it is truly netessary that 
some compensation should be obtained.’’ 

Such statements of the suffering of 
France, though true enough—and no onc 
who saw anything of it cold help feel- 
' ing the deepest sympathy for the French 
~led nowhere. The fact is that repara- 
tion, important as it was to France, was 
never approached as a sober economic 
problem,, but considered as a political 
inatrument for crushing Germany ahd 
keeping her down permanently, Clem- 
enceau’s respotise to Wilson’s sugges- 
tion, on June 10, that Germany be helped 
th order that the reparations might be 
maid. was: : 

“To do this would be to furn the 
world upside down. It would not be the 
conquerers but the conquered who came

“Here was the meat of. the matter.

| Consider the enormously urgent -hu- 
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would be as quick to share his ration 
with a starving German child as the 
Tommy. But collectively, and through 
their political leaders, they closed their 
eyes and ears and hardened their hearts. 
While this attitude may be explicable as 
a result of the bitterness and suffering 
thatggrew out of the war, it nevertheless 
had a most disastrous effect upon every 
effort at the calm consideration of eco- 
nomic recovery. 


Another aspect of the same general 
problem was:the attitude of the French 
toward Bolsheviem.: The British and 
in lesser degree the Americans saw this 
danger and desired to reinforce the en- 
tire social stricture of Europe, 
weakened by the war, to meet it. But 
the French believed that Bolshevism 
could be successfully combated by mili- 
tary force. They would waste no time on 
other methods. Instead of displaying 
anxiety to prevent its advance into 
Central Europe, they played with it aa 
a factor in their political intrigues. 
There was undoubtedly a feeling some- 
where below the surface that if Bol- 
shevism was going to weaken Germany, 
so much the better! The appeal to help 
Germany’s economic recovery as a bul- 
wark against Botshevism made no im- 
‘pression upon the French, although it 
was put before them repeatedly by the 
British and Americans. 

Yet it would be a mistake to say that 
France had no constructive economic 
policy. She had-and just as she had 
thought out long beforehand her politi- 
cal objectives and “embodiéd them in

signed first of all to restore France 
and Belgium and to set them up as 
economic powers capable of compet- 
ing with assurance of success against 
their rival across the Rhine. 

The French, for example, had a 
scheme, of which Tardieu makes much 
in his book, ,for ‘financial unity ’~ 
but this, when worked out, proves to 
be not at all a constructive organ of 
world co-opération, but rather a kind 
of financial high command to mobilize 
the financial forces of the Allies and to 
enforce the execution of the Treaty—a 
proposition President Wilson consistently 
réfused to entertain. Théy algo intro- 
duced in the League of Nations Com- 
mission a scheme for an economic sec- 
tion to ‘“‘ study and carry out, in the 
interest of civilization, great economic 
enterprises of international  scope.’’ 
What the French implied by it was 
simply association of the “‘ League 
group”’ of powers in exploiting the 
natural resources.opened-up by the war. 
France waa: willing to regard these as 
international undertakings te the extent 
of claiming for, heraelf a share she might 
not otherwise have obtained—as the 
promise, held by her at one time, of 
receiving half the output of the Meso- 
potamian oil-fields. What was in view 
was not constructive general co-opera- 
tion based on general interests, but com- 
‘petition conducted by groups based upon 
special interests. That Wilson saw 
through their designs In this case is in-

This anxiety of the Italians ‘to keep in 
economic touch with their associates was 
not inspired, like that of the French, 
by any deep-laid plan for perpetuating 
the coalition against the Central Pow- 
ers. As a matter of fact the Italians 
had less fear and jealousy of the Cen- 
tral Powers than of their immediate, 
supposedly friendly neighbors, the Jugo- 
Slavs, or of the French themselves. 
Their eagerness for co-operation was due 
rather to an appreciation of gains to 
be derived by a less powerful individual 
nation through association with the 
stronger and richer. 

The Italians were thus keenly inter- 
ested in the matter of pooling of the 
debts, supporting the French rather 
than the British scheme for handling 
this thorny subject, and naturally 
enough they were the foremost advo- 
cates of the principle of assuring equal 
access by all nations to the raw ma- 
terials of the world—for raw materials 
were, essential to their national indus- 
trial existence; and they did not sup- 
port the French in their thorough- 
going opposition to all projects of real 
commercial equality and freedom of 
transit. Crespl, the chief Italian eco- 
nomic delegate, instead of obstructing 
progress in the matter, for example, of 
projects of international freedom of 
transit, as the French did, rendered ef- 
fective support to the British in this 
regard, and on one occasion, in the 
Commission on Ports, Waterways and 
Railways (Feb. 24), rose to a real height 
of practical idealism when he countered 
a restrictive amendment proposed by 
the Americans with the remark; 

‘The establishment of an interna- 
tional convertion always meant the re- 
linquishing of a portion of the rights 
of sovereignty; if any State were not 
ready to do its part it was useless to 
make an agreement.’’ 

Sacrifices by the Other Fellow. 


Of course the Italians hed always 
foremost in view sacrifices by the other 
fellow and advantages accruing to them- 
selves; but such a calculation is never- 
theless a first step on the road of en- 
lightened self-interest which leads to 
the formation of societies, whether of 
individuals or States. 

While displaying this interest in co- 
operative projects, however, the Italians 
proved also the most inveterate hunters 
of individual economic game by way of 
political bargaining and intrigue. They 
were constantly on the lookout for con- 
cessions and for petty advantages. A 
memorandum by Belfour on the problem 
of, Asiatic Turkey (May 17, Council of 
Four) describes~the Italian attitude 
beautifully : ' f :

A whole system of national credit and 
currency was shattered; measures were 
called for at least to ease the shock 
of transition to a number of new units. 
But this duty the succession States ob- 
stinately refused to recognize. Even an 
appeal from the Council of Ten that 
they should pay the March coupons on 
the Austrian debt, in order to spare the 
financial world the impression of immi- 
nent bankruptcy, was rebuffed. Incor- 
rigibly divided. by hatreds, each fearful 
of having to make some sacrifice, they 
refused to co-operate. 

With their devotion to the principle of 
national individualism, the small States 
were enthusiastically with the French 
in drawing the conclusion that national 
existence should comprise, as far as pos- 
sible, economic self-sufficiency—since 
national frontiers do constitute economic 
barriers, each State must get all the 
economic resources and facilities inside 
its frontiers it could. .Since real 
economic self-sufficiency is an impossi- 
bility even to the greatest empires, the 
struggie for it by every little State led 
to a reductio ad absurdum of the whole 
principle of national individualism. 

Baron Sonnino, with bitter clarity, set 
forth the impossibility of any true basis 
of economic settlement upom narrow na 
tional lines (Council of Tem, May 12): 

* Baron Sonnino pointed out that in 
order to give Czechoslovakia some sixty 
kilometers of railway, about 60,000 Mag- 
yars were to be subjected to Czecho- 
slovak sovereignty. This had been done 
in order to ensure unimpeded railway 
cor:munication between Czechoslovekia 
and Rumania. Simillarly, no less than 
250,000 Magyars had been handed over 
te Rumania, and in Poland, together 
with 100 kilometers of railway, some 
100,000 Germans had been made Polish 
subjects.”’ 

Bvery problem at Paris, pursued with

In the present status of the case, 
pending a clearer definition of ‘‘ crimi- 
nal" syndicalism’’ from the highest

-indisputably stands in the shadow of 
prison walls not because of anything 
she . herself. did, not even because of 
anything that she herself said, but be- 
cause of the crimes and misdeeds of 
others—crimes with which she was not 
shown to have had the remotest con- 
nection, and which it was not contended 
she ever advised, counseled or ratified. 

‘As her opening brief, addressed to the 
California District Court of Appeals, 
ironically puts it, Miss Whitney was 
convicted “‘ merely because of her mem- 
bership in a political party which held, 
or rather wag deemed by the police force 
of Oakland to have held, radical views 
on social and ecBnomic questions.” 

John Francis Neylan, corporation lew- 
yer, best known in California for having 
Te-orgahized the State's financial sys- 
tem, is appealing the verdict to the 
Supreme Court, ‘‘ purely as a matter of 
principle, and because of a desire toésee 
a noble character vindicated.”* i 

In discussing the argument which he 
has presented to the “‘ learning, wisdom 
and absolute fairness of the Judges of 
the honorable court,’’ Neylan reviews 
the case. to show a ‘‘ gross miscarriage 
of justice’ and an ‘‘ actual conspiracy 
in the bolstering up of a groundless 
accusation,’’ on the part of members of 
the Oakland Police Department.

The appeal shows that the trial 
to prove that Miss Whitney belonged te 
the I. W. W., just as it elso failed te 
prove that the Communist Labor Party 
(or any of its members) had committed

In other words, there has been tm 
posed upon Miss Whitney, according to 
the interpretation of the defense, a 
vicarious liability for the acts of others 
in which she djd not participate. 

In the course of Neylan’s history of 
the case, he relates how Tom O’Connor, 
a brilliant criminal lawyer of San Fran- 
cisco, was employed toe defend Miss 
Whitney. The trial opened on Jan. 27, 
1920, at the most peak of the 
influenza epidemic. Out of courtesy, 
O’Connor allagwed J. EB. Pemberton, an 
aged attorney, who had handled the 
preliminary hearing, and who had been 
identified with several local Socialist 
cases, to assist him. When court con- 
vened, O’Connor’s youngest child lay at 
death’s. door with influenza. He asked 
for a continuance. It was denied. On 
the following day he himself developed 
the diséase and for two days he strug- 
gled with the testimony with a fever 
of 103, having been refused a continu. 
ance at the opening of each session of 
court. On the third day one’ of 
jurors was stricken, and this fact, 
O’Connor’s condition, won a brief com 
tinuance. 

When court reconvened Attorney Pem- 
berton placed in the record a letter from 
O’Connor’s physician which stated thas 
his patient was confined to his bed with 
a fever of 104% degrees, and suggested, 
as the only chance of recovery, the 
removal of the strain of the Whimay 
case from his mind by the granting of 
@ reasonable continuance. .

THE RUBLE CURVE » 





TUDENTS oe economics as well as 
the man. who has grappled. with 
the problem of the high cost of 
Mying would find ‘interest in two 

. simple paragraphs which. hang in 
the office of the American Relief Aa- 
ministration’s food remittance bureau in| 
Moscow: 

Oh one graph the curve is sharply as- 

dant, -on the: other it represents a) 
dangerously steep toboggan slide. Both’ 
graphs cover the same. commodity. The 
rising curve is figured on a ruble basis, 
the falling curve on a dollar basis. On 
the: dollar curve one learns that the 
package of American food purchased by 
friends of the starving for $10: was worth 
$48 in the’ Rissian ‘market on Feb. 1-of 
this year and that. on June 1 it was 
worth $14.50, indicating that things were 
getting better ‘nm. Ruéasta. 

But there is the other side of the 
‘picture. to, be. considered... On thé ruble 
‘curve. we find that this same $10 food 
‘package was worth in the Russian mar- 
ket on Féb. 1; 16,000,000 paper rubles, 
and on June 1, in spite of the falling 
value @s méasured in American dollars, 
it ~waS worth 56,000,000 rubles. 

Confronted with the two graphs, most 
of us would be in doubt. The student in 
economics would answer more or less 
glibly, ‘‘ fluctuation of. exchange.” He 
would be right so far as his remark 
went, but there are other factots:to be 
taken into consideration. Not the least 
of these 1s the fact that the American 
Relief Administration has ‘ removed :al- 
most 10, children and adults from 
the mark to a greater or less extent, 
by the simple expedient of feeding. them. 
This certainly accounts in some measure 
for the decrease of living costs as meas- 
Yured by dollar values, 

If the corner fruit vendor has a liniited 


supply of oranges and haif a dozen cus-/| to 20, 


tomerg who must have oranges and &fe- 
willing to pay as high as $1 a dozen for 
them, the chances are that §1. a dozen 
will “‘be*'the price. But if. these six peo- 
ple leave the neighborhood and the re- 
mainder of the customers will pay no 
more than 25 cents’a dozen’ for oranges, 
the price will rapidly drop to 25 cents, 
or else the fruiterer will go out of Dusi- 
ness, . 

Making these 10,000,000 persons more 
or less independent of the market has 
had somewhat the same effect in Russia 
as the removal-of the dollar-a-dozen 
customers from the fruit stand’s neigh- 
borhood. And leaving Américan food 
out’of consideration momentarily, one of 
the strangé things about the situation’ is 
that the prices; -as' measured in dollar 
values, have gone down in the face of 
a steadily decreasing food supply. In 
other words, Russia was not producing 
food from February to May, there were 
no harvests to be garnered during those 
months, and she did not import any con- 


siderable quantities of food from other 
countries. Practically her only exte 
source of supply was the food 

by the United-. States through the 
American Relief Administration, either 
in the form of child-feeding commodi- 
ties; food remittances or corn shipments 
“-made possible by the Saar casasigas ap- 
propriation. : 

This American food was ‘not only an 
important factor in saving those who 
were in danger of starvation, but also 
in forcing down prices made.it possible 
for many others to supply their needs. 
In January and February the American 
food began to arrive in large quantities 
and during the period from’ Feb. 
1.te March 1 the fall {n prices was the 
most marked. ‘The month of May also 
showed a sharp decline, accounted for 
partly by the fact that in the latter part

Thus far we have been considering 
only the graph showing the fluctuation 
of the dollar value of the $10 food pack- 
age, its-movement from $48 on Feb. 1 to 
$14.50 on June 1. There still remains 
to be taken into consideration the ruble 
graph covefing the same period of time 
during which. the. ruble value of the 
package rose from.

The stars must be close to the sun’s rim 
if.their rays are to be bent by the Ein- 
steir, effect to a degree sufficient ty be 
measured. 

During. the total eclipse the moon is 
a black disk which completely blots out 
the sun. From the rim of the black 
disk sprout tiny .red-flames.in tree-like 
formations. Forming a. wide, Circular 
background to the eclipse is the gray- 
green corona, a dustcloud of enormous 
éxtent, whose properties are only partly 
known. 

The-light of stars pierces: the corona 


during the total lipse, and can be 
hotographed. They appear very near 
he sun’s. rim, though in fact .the rays 
may pass several hundred thousand 
miles distant from the visiblé surface or 
““limb ” of the sun 

According to Hinstein, Neéwton’s law 
holds good for all oreneare masses and 
for all ordinary. speeds.- Gigantic masses 
and velocities like that of “Tight-186 186,000 
miles a second—do not behave, 
according to NeWton’s law.

the forces of inertia. 

It was more. than thirty years ago 

., that Mr. Henniker Heaton began his 
‘ crusade in and out of the British Par- 
Hament_for freer world communications, 
** Governments have just as much right 
to tax light and air as they have tele- 
graphs,’ was one of his. impassioned 
outbursts, and yet today the transmis- 

‘gion of intelligence is still handicapped 
by the ‘old obstacles and new ones are 
Geveloping. The ‘‘ chained ’’ libraries of 
medieval days have been abolished or 
are only preserved as curiosities, but 
today there are important channels of 
ecoramunication which are being closed 
to American doctrine and to the Ameri- 
ean point of view, also to American 
business. 

This after-the-war development {fs all 

the more remarkable when you recall 
that, however much they may differ as 
‘to ways and means, wise men, irrespec- 
tive of nationality, are in perfect agree- 
ment that the future salvation of a 
sorely tried world depends upon a better 
understanding between the-men of good- 
will on both sides of the Atlantic. Put- 
ting it bluntly, it can be said that be- 
cause of their possession of the Azores 
and of St. Vincent, our fellow repub- 
licans of Portugal are imposing a tax of 
approximately $1,000,000 a year upon the 
transmission of intelligence between 
Europe and the Americas, and that this 
tax and ‘similar hindrances have a di- 
rect bearing upon the consequences of 
the world catastrophe in which, in dif- 
ferent ways and in different degrees, 
we are all inyolved. 
~Today, when all wise 'men are in 
agreement, however they may differ as 
to ways and means, that the salvation 
of a sorely tried world depends upon a 
better understanding between men of 
good will on both sides of the Atlantic, 
our fellow republicans of P are 
imposing a transit tax of approximately 
$1,000,000 a year upon the transmission 
of intelligence between Burope and 
America ‘and the othe? sections of the 
globe whose channels of communication 
touch the Azores or the Cape Verde 
. Islands, and, of course, all of these 
quarters of the globe are involved, al- 
though in different ways and to dif- 
ferent degrees, in the consequences of 
the world catastrophe. 


The American cable companies, as 
well as the others, have paid this hold- 
up without a whimper for many years 
and would doubtless have continued to 
do so for decades to come but for an 
unexpected development. As a result 
of the provisional apportionment of the 
meagre spoils of the great war, the two 
German transatlantic cables,.which on 
this side of the .water were operated 
by Americans and were under long term 
contracts to Americans, passed into the 
hands of the victors -in-the struggle 
who are also our commercial-rivafs-for 
Central European business when it gets 
upon its feet again. 

One of these cables has been provision- 
ally turned over to the French Cable 
Company which, to put it mildly, has 
not been subsidized by the French Gov- 
ernment for the purpose of fostering 
American trade in Central Europe or 
anywhere else and. the other ex-German 
cable—without attention-to the interna- 
tional. litigation which. is announced— 
has been diverted from our shores and 
linked up with the Canadian land lines 
‘at Halifax and with the All-Red British 
Pacific cable to Australia at Vancouver, 
and if this change is helpful to Ameri- 
can commerce and to our world trade, 
it is certainly defeating the purpose 
‘for which it was made. It cannot be 
insisted upen too emphatically that these 
two. cables were more important to our 

‘ecommerce than any six of the other 
transatlantic cables because of the fact 
that they ‘alone gave our business men 
and manufacturers access to the Central 
European. markets without their business 
communications having to pass through 

‘ the hands of their business rivals. 

As a result of this emergency, the 
partment of State has, been bombarded 
for the past two years’ with urgent pe- 
titions from practically all the responsi- 

ble commercial ‘bodies in the United 
States requesting and even demanding 
that facilities proportioned to our needs 
and to replace those that have been 

~ taken away by our late allies should be 
constructed. And our deep-sea cable 


companies have moved swiftly in this 


matter, the proposed routes have been 
plotted out and new and, more ** talka- 
tive ’* cables have been experimented 
with and drafts for the necessary li- 
censes were submitted to the ‘Govern- 
ments whose shores had to be ap- 
proached.. This, in a word, was the sit- 
uation, in the Atlantic section of world 
communications when the regrettable 
disorders occurred’ in Ireland and the 


cable stations there of both the great a 


American ‘cable companies were taken 
possession of and European-American 
communication through this channel in- 
terrupted. In this way, some of “the 
advantages of the Azores ‘cable. stations 
were broyght to light, and, to tide over 
the emergency, the Americans requested 
the British. cable companies centring 
in the Azores, with relays to, Europe 
which avoided Ireland, to handle some 
of their business until: law and. order 
‘was restored. 

Vhis extraordinary incident has served

While it, wilt be difficult, anaI' may 
not wholly succeed, I shall attempt to 
state the p mt status of the world 
communications imbroglio without mak- 
ing charges even by implication of unfair 
practices on the part of our Dnglish and 
French friends and commercial rivals, 
But I would not be frank if I did not 
admit that such-charges are being made 
here in the highest official circles and 
in-the most flat-footed manner and that 
assurances are: given that the documen- 
tary evidence in support. of these 
charges will shortly be forthcoming. 
The genesis of the situation that is de- 
veloping so. acutely seems to be this: 
Early in the nineties of the last cen- 
tury, far-sighted and long-headed Eng- 
lish business men permits from 
the Portuguese Government and gener- 
ous subsidies from the British Govern- 
ment, many of which are still being paid- 
in stout annuities, to. enable them to 
construct a network of cables radiating 
from the Asgores Islands in almost every 
possible direction. So far as khown, 
there was nothing exclusive in these 
concessions, 

In fact, in one of the public provisions 
it is expressly stated that the Portu- 
guese Government reserves to itself the 
right to make similar concessions to 
other applicants. But, in spite of this 
wise and equitable reservation, © the 
American deep-sea cables built by the 
Mackays and other American pioneers 
under the Atlantic and the Pacific, with- 
out subsidy or Government guarantee 
of any kind, have never been able to 
secure access to the Azores upon equal 
terms with the British Companies. 

It should here be explained with 
avoidance of technical terms as far as 
possible why this long denied access is 
so desirable and indeed in the present 
situation of world communications ab- 
polutely indispensable. . Just as the 


‘strength of a chain is no more’than that 


of its weakest link, so the speed of a 
cable is proportioned to the word trans- 
migsion rate of its longest link. A cable 
that was built many years ago from 
our coast to. the continent of Europe 
without relaying anywhere is almost 
useless because of the slowness / of 
transmission, and, to sum up briefly the 
physical. situation, it may be said that 
it has become axiomatic in cable con- 
struction that no link of a cable chain 
should extend more than.two thousand 
miles, if that. Hence the modern cables 
have been constructed via Nova ‘Scotia 
to Ireland or via the Azores to Eng- 
land and tite continent, .and: hence the 
fact which seems to be fully appreci- 
aetd in Lisbon, if the promoters wish 
to lay a cable from America to Europe, 
capable of meeting modern requirements} 
as to speed and volume of business,‘ 
and also to escape British control in 
Nova Scotia or the disorders in Ireland, 
it must touch at and relay in the 
Azores. 

For twelve months now, and more, the 
insistently repeated requests of both the 
Commercial and the Western Union 
companies for landjag permits in ‘the 
Azores have been before the Portuguese 
Government. They are still awaiting 
approval and the expectation of ulti- 
mate approval has reached the vanish- 
ing point. Official explanations of the 
inaction in Lisbon are not forthcoming, 
although the State Department through 
its official agents has left nothing un- 
done to secure in reciprocity the re- 
quired licenses or in their default an 
explanation of why they are not forth- 
coming. There is a flood of unofficial 
explanations, but ynfortunately they are 
so contradictory that they cannot all 
be true. 

An important American business man 
is told by a sinister figure in the revo- 
lutionary world of Lisbon that the Amer- 
fedn companies will never secure their 
landing rights until New York bankers 
grant a loan to the Portuguese Govern- 
ment, for which they exhibit no eager- 
ness.

While official endorsement is not WEDS 
in Washington to -the opinion, very 
prevalent here, that the Lisbon Gov- 
ernment is merely a stalking horse in 
this vexatious matter and that the real 
opposition to the construction of our 
needed channel’ of communications with’ 
Burope is due to the British Board of 
Trade, with an eye single to the de- 
velopment of British busizieas, still there 
is no concealment of the fact that 8 
retary Hughes has taken the mattér 
up with the British Government and 
that before further steps are decided 
upon he will endeayor to secure some 
explanation of the British attitude 
which, in the light of available infor- 
mation, is simply inexplicable. 

In-\the meanwhile an American in- 
veliment of $300,000,000 in cables and 
connecting land lines is prevented from 
carrying out in full measure the pur- 
pose for which it was made, and Amer- 
ican agents and American shipping in 
not a few quarters of the globe are 
without the undoubted advantage of in- 
structions from their home offices over 
direct and uncontrolled wires.. This un- 
pleasant and costly impasse is appar- 
ently brought about because the Portu- 
guese Government insists that the 
American companies concede to the 
.British an absolute monopoly of Euro- 
pean-South American business, 

It is not surprising that the belief Is 
prevalent that this explanation is a 
mere pretext and that other more co- 
gent, and certainly more plausible; rea- 
sons are operating in the background. 
It is not only that if .this stipulation 
were accepted the Western Telegraph 
Company (British) would continue to 
get competitive South American busi- 
ness from the United States while .the 
American companies would be excluded 
from taking any Europe-South-Ameri- 
can business. No, it is..more serious 
than that, detrimental as this unfair 
arrangement would work. <Any com- 
pany accepting such a proposal, accord- 
ing to the terms of the International 
Telegraph Convention (curiously enough 
the ‘last meeting of this body was held 
in Lisbon!) or any cable company that 
did not observe the routing signals on 
the messages that reached them would 
be excluded from’ international rela- 
tions,. But the Portuguese proposal is 
doubly a pretext, and a not very plau- 
sible one at that, because by the ex- 
plicit terms of the Kellogg bill any 
Ameritan, or foreign company which 
connived at, or even merely submitted 
to, such. ‘an. exclusive arrangement 
would have its landing rights on our 
shores canceled. 

But whether the Lisbon attitude is 
mere. pretext or lame explanation, the 
fact remains, that today, by official ac- 
tion of the Portuguese Government, a 
sign. of *‘No Thoroughfare” has been 
erected on the indispensable Azores 
forelands against all electrical com- 
munications coming from America: In 
our navy circles this deplorable situa- 
tion is commented upon in. terms of 
great severity. because it is recalled that 
the inhabitants of the Azores, over- 
looked in the struggle for subsistence 
at the end of,the war, were literally 
saved ‘from starvation by Admiral Nib- 
lack and our Mediterranean fleet. In- 
deed in the. department the fedling is 
Strong that if these grateful people 
knew what was. being done to ‘their 
benefactors on their home &#pil some- 
thing would happen to the non-Amer- 
ican cables that abount hereahouts that 
would not be helpful to world communi- 
cations from whatever angle you view 
it.

Workman Here Said to Be Laying 
from 800 to 1,000 Bricke 
a Day. 


To. determine the productivity and offi 
cléncy of labor in the United States: a 
series of tests lias been préparéd by the 
National Committes on Labor Efficiency 
‘and Production to be applied to work- 
men in representative industries in the 
various States. 

The building tradés eotnprise the aie 
industry ‘to: receive’ consideration, as it 
operates throughout the .country, and, 
fin so far as the number of mén eni- 
ployed is concérned, is the largest ‘single 
industrial unit of the nation. 

The work of the committee is con- 
cerned primarily with the éfficiency of 
thé workman on the job. Necessifily, 
however, this efficiency is affected— 
either restrained or augménted—by’ other 
Wactors. To the extent that this operates, 
the contributory factors will be consid- 
ered. The. intention of the Committes 
en Labor Efficiency and Production 
ultimately is to extend “its: investigation 
@ stich other industries as admit of 
the application of such tests. ° 

A study of bricklaying efficiency was 
Pectntly made in San Francisco by a 
member of the staff of the Industrial 
ASsociation of that city.. This study in- 


- volved. the work of an American plan 


erew of four bricklayers, two of whom 
(wéte mechanics of first-class ability and 
two of second-rate calibre, under the 
gupervision of an experienced Yoreman, 
who was also in sympathy with the 
American Plan. 

The job was'a 17-inch wall of a four- 
@tory apartment house, made of San 
W606 common brick, with concave joints, 
@fid.an inside finish. 

‘The work was observed at regular in- 
tervals for'an entire week and it was 
found that an average of 2,035 bricks 
were laid per day per man. Comment- 
ing on these figures, The Record and 
Guide says: 

“ Although this was manifestly a test 
ease and in all probability the crew had 
previously been informed that-a study 
of its efficiency was to -be made, the 
facts developed do not portray an iso- 
lated instance of what a dgcade or so

the possession of the San Franeisco In- 
@ustrial Association, numerous Actual 
@ases_are- cited which show that the 
efficiency of the average building trades 
mechanic ig rapidly and consistently in- 
creasing under the American Plan. 

* Testimony of three of the most re- 
Mable contractors in San Francisco 
‘shows that in 1921 the average produc- 
tion on plain walls was approximately 
1,700 bricks. per day per “man, which 
Was about 15 per cent. less than the 


* pecognized standard of 2,000 bricks per 


day per man in prewar, times. ‘In San 
Brancisco this gratifying increase in the
